From the Waukegan Gazette of Wed- 
Tuesday, July 13; 

John Hodge of Antioch was in town 
today and was interviewed by a Gazette 
reporter in reference to his candidacy 
for the Legielature. Mr. Hodge said 
that he had never positively announced 
hia candidacy for the Legislature, but 
that he' had considered the wishes of 
his friends in every township of the 
■county, both as to his candidacy for the 
, Legislature, or as to hie candidacy for 
superintendent of schools, that he had 
been over the county carefully, as he 
put it, "with a fine toothed comb"; 
that he had been in McHenry county 
-and had made a number of friends there 
and in Boone county and after consider* 
ing for some weeks and after hearing 
this morning from Woodstock that 
Speaker Shurtleff would again be a 
candidate for representative and that 
Attorney Lumley of McHenry county 
■would oppose him, he had determined 
not to seek at this time the office of 
member of the Legislature. 

Mr. Hodge believes that if he is a 
candidate along with Mr. Steams, .the 
present Incumbent, and others who may 
<M)me into the race, that the candidacy 
of the two candidates from McHenry 
county will carry with them largely the 
support of Boone county and if Lake 
county is divided up that »the chances 
■would be that Lake county would get 
the same kind of a deal from McHenry 
and Boone counties which they received 
in the late fight from Hon. Chas. Whit- 
ney for judge, that is that they would 
combine against Lake county and not 
only would they have the senator, 
■which they now have, but they would 
set both representatives and Lake 
county would get nothing. 

Mr. Hodge has always been a Lake 
county man and all of his interests are 
in Lake county and he wishes to stand 
by Lake county, and after having can- 
vassed the situation over carefully it is 
his opinion that the people of Lake 
county believe by a large majority that 
the present incumbent or the choice of 
the people should be re-elected for rea- 
sons with which everybody is familiar. 

Mr. Hodge says that he has long been 
conversant with the schools of Lake 
county, that he has been a teacher in 
the Lake county schools for 14 years 
and teat he believes that there are a 
nunibor of improvements which should 
be made with the present school system, 
that the county of Lake is behind many 
counties In Illinois in modern school 
methods, there being too many fads and 
too few facts mode prominent In our 
public school curiculum and the hard 
headed business man is not getting 
what he has paid for in the public 
schools today. It is a well known fact 
by the people who are cognizant of the 
conditions that the book trusts have had 
too much to do with dictating as to 
what books should be used in . the local 
schools and it is high time that the best 
rather than the book published by them, 
which are sometime^ not the best, 
should bo adopted. 

Mr. Hodge further stated that he had 
personally .consulted In the different 
townships with over 200 prominent 
citizens and had heard from many more. 
Mr. Hodge has, therefore, decided and 
today, ordered his petitions, which will 
be circulated at once, as a candidate for 
superintendent of schools.

r. S. Webb of Chicago Dcmandii InvcsU- 
gatlon of Woodmen. 

An examination of the. Modem 
Woodmen of America, with more than 
$1,000,000 members holding certificates 
calling for the ultimate payment of 
more than $1,000,000,000, has been re- 
quested from the state Insurance de- 
partment by F. S. Webb of Chicago, a 
member of the society since 1885 and 
f jr several years manager of the ad- 
vertising department of its monthly 
journal. 

Webb charges, in effect, that various 
officera of the society, and particularly 
F. O. Van Galder, editor of its monthly 
journal, withheld from the insurance 
examiner in 1906 and 1907 Webb's ite- 
mized monthly statements of the ad- 
veatlsing business done, and in their 
stead fumished "false* and misfeading 
statements," by which the- insurance 
department was deceived and induced 
to direct at Webb its criticisms of 
certain ^ynethods then censured. 

Webb says that he was made the 
scapegoat for offenses of ' others, of 
which he was entirely innocent. He 
asks from the insurance department a 
vindication from the censures it passed 
upon him in 1906 and 1907. As a mem- 
ber of tho society he also asks, in. the 
interest of the members, an investiga- 
tion that willgo to the bottom of the 
uses made, of the advertising income 
from the society's monthly journal by 
certain of its officers, and of certain ex- 
penditures by the management, in con- 
nection with which he intimates that he 
has reason to believe there has been ex- 
tensive malversation of funds.

Walter Dewenus, 20 years old, 915 
Market street, a Lithuanian, died at the 
Jane McAlister hospital Sunday morn- 
ing aG:80 o'clock of lockjaw, said fo 
have resulted by an injury received two 
weeks ago while in the employ of the 
Elgin, Joliet & Eastern railroad as a 
section hand. 

Dewenus with several other men, 
according to report, was helping to 
carry a heavy rail. In some manner 
this is said to. have dropped upon his 
hand, mangling that member' quite 
badly. 

He was removed to his home on 
Market street and a. physician summon- 
ed. The wound was attended to and 
apparently the injured man was getting 
along all right. 

Last Friday night the Larson and 
€onrad ambulance removed him to the 
hospital. Physicians declared him to bb 
suffering with a bad case of lockjaw. 
Everything possible was done to cure 
the disease but in vain. The man's 
teeth remained firmly locked until his 
death which occurred Sunday.

Little Roy Wells, the nine-years old 
son of Dave Wells of Yeoman Place 
Waukegan, was in swimming with other 
youngsters, and was out on a raft which 
had drifted out to a deeper point than 
either he or the others realized. He 
slipped off the board and found that he 
was in water over his head. 

The little fellow went under the 
water twice before the others saw him 
and then Harry Keefe made for him 
and caught him just as he came up the 
second time. He grabbed, him, and 
while it was not over Keefe's head the 
little fellow might have been drowned 
had not the older boys been watching 
the little ones. 

Young Wells insisted that he had not 
had a close call and that he would have 
come out all right, but the others de- 
clare that if Keefe had not been close 
at hand the affair would probably have 
been fatal. 

The picnic proved a delightful event 
over one hundred being present Includ- 
ing seventy-five members of the school. 

The picnicers spent a most enjoyable 
day with games and various amuse- 
ments. Not even the narrow escape 
of young Wells marred the pleasure of 
the day for the matter was kept quiet 
and vety few heard of it at the lake.

George Ranter of Lake Zurich First 
Die From Insane Fourth 

George Panter, aged 15, . the son of 
former parents residing between Bar- 
rington and Lake Zurich, Is the first and 
probably the only death victim of the

Young Panter had a toy pistolon the 
Fourth and in some manner 
powder lodged in his hand which was 
torn by the explosion prematurely. He 
felt no ill effects at flrst but when 
ordered by his father to do chores 
said he was sick and could not He 
said his flnger hurt The father poured 
some peroxide of hydrogen into the 
wound and it seemed to be better. 

Sunday while on a ride with an older 
brother young Panter was again taken 
ill and Monday when he arosed after 
sleeping well all night his jaws wbre 
partly rigid. That morning at seven he 
died. There are six children 
in the family. .He was several 
times asked to go to a doctor but 
always refused on the plea that he was 
not in a serious state. The doctor was 
called for the first time Monday. The 
Panters moved into the county from 
Chicago about a year ago. 



PRESERVING HEALTH OF CHILD 



Possible to Avoid the Ordinary Infan- 
tile Diseases, That Have Been 
Considered Necessary, 

The idea prevails among many peo- 
ple that children must have the or- 
dinary diseases of childhood, and that 
It 1b better to expose them early In 
life so as to get through with them 
as soon as possible. It Is an old-fash- 
ioned belief, and the object today la 
to protect children from infection In- 
stead of exposing them to it. As chil- 
dren aro more susceptible to varia- 
tions in temperature than adults, so 
are they also more apt to contract 
certain diseases. The surest way to 
protect them against Infection Is not 
to expose them. This Is extremely 
dlSlcuIt where there are large gatlier- 
Inga of children, such as at public 
schools or in thickly populated dis- 
tricts, but If tho health of a child is 
maintained by pursuing proper hy- 
gienic measures as to food, bathing, 
sleep, fresh air, and sunshine it Is safe 
to say that it runs a small risk of 
contracting one of the Infectious dis- 
eases, evea when exposed to it We 
should strive to develop the tissues of 
tho body by proper modes of living to 
such a degree that exposure to un- 
favorable conditions will be mot with 
rcBlstance,

Valuable and timely instructions fop" 
restoring the apparently drowned have 
been issued by Dr. James A. Egan, 
secretary of the state board of health 
as follows: 

Avoid delay, a moment's delay and 
success may be impossible. Send for a 
physician if possible but; don't await hia 
coming. Get to work at once. Begin 
your work as soon as the body is taken 
out of the water and on the spot Get 
busy and endeavor to start the breath- 
ing at once. m. 

Remove all obstruction to the breath- 
ing, cut the clothing at the neck and 
wrists, but don*t remove the wet cloth- 
ing. Give the patient plenty of fresh 
air. Prevent crowding around him. 

Endeavor to restore breathing in the 
following manner: 

Instantly turn the patient downwards 
with a large firm roll of clothing under 
stomach and chest, place one arm 
under forehead so as to keep the mouth 
off the ground, press very heavily two 
or three times upon the patient's back 
so that the water will drain freely out 
of the mouth, then quickly turn patient 
face upwards .with roll of clothing un- 
der back, just below shoulder blades 
and allow the deak to hang back as far 
as possible. Place patient's hands 
above head. Kneel with patient's hips 
between yoiir knees and fix your elbows 
against your hips, grasp the lower 
part of the patient's chest squeeze his 
two sides together pressing gradually 
forward with all your weight for about 
three seconds, then with a push sud- 
denly jerk yourself back. Rest about 
three seconds then begin again, re- 
peating these bellow blowing move- 
ments with perfect regularity, so that 
foul air may be passed out and pure air 
be drawn into the lungs about eight or 
ten times a minute until the prtient 
breathes naturally. 

Be careful not to interrupt the first 
natural breaths, if they are far apart 
carefully continue between them. 

After the breathing commences tho 
patient shonld be taken to warmth 
and shelter. He should be rubbed dry 
and wrapped in dry clothing, be sure to 
warm the body or convulsions may fol- 
low. 

You ar»^ 
working for life' Any time within two 
hours you may be on the very thresh-

San Francisco.— The British steamer 
St Nicholas, which sailed from Ant- 
werp May 3 with a general cargo, ar- 
rived here Monday wltk ■ her sides 
blackened nnd charred; and decks 
warped by a six-days' fire in tho 
hold. 

"When 1,300 miles off the South 
American coast In latitude 14.51 south 
longitude 9G.59 west, CapL George Ait- 
kin at daybreak, June 23, discovered 
smoke pouring from tho ventilators. 

■When hatch No. 3 was opened, 
smoke and flames shot up and It was 
discovered that the cargo In tho shel- 
ter deck was a seething mass of fire 
which it seemed ImposBlble to com- 
bat. 

, Chief Offlcer J. W. Dickson, Second 
Officer Arthur Marrlot and Third Ofll- 
cer Walter Chevner volunteered to go 
below Tiilh the hose passed along by 
the crew. . 

With mouths and nostrils covered 
by cloth, the volunteers were alter- 
nately lowered. Owing to the Intense 
^eat and the suffocating smoke, each 
man could remain below only a few 
moments. 

All that day and tho following 
night the fight to save the ship con- 
tinued. In despair the captain or- 
dered the lifeboats provisioned and 
trailed astern. 

Early on the morning of June 24 the 
firo in the shelter deck was seemingly , 
stamped out and tho crew sank ex- 
hausted on the decks for a brief rest. 

Almost at once Are hroke out in 
lower hold No. 2. Two hundred tons 
of merchandise were thrown over- 
board before tho blaze could be 
reached. Then the steam pipes were 
run below and after five days of fight- 
ing the flames were finally subdued. 

Tho total damage Is estimated at 
$500,000, mostly covered by Insur- 
ance.

Seriously Hurt. 

New York.— .Three men were killed 
and a train load of passengers badly 
shaken up when north*bound train 69 
on the New York Central, known as 
the Northern and Western Express, 
was wrecked Monday near Newton 
Hook, nine miles north of Hudson.

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T IS the custom to speak of the 
United States senate as tho most 
dignified leglalallvo body In the 
world, while on occasions tho 
house of representatives has been 
described as a "bear garden." The 
senate Is ordinarily a dignified de- 
liberative body, but novcrtheless it 
is a mistake to look upon the house 
of representatives la any way, ex- 
cept on the rarest occasions, as an 
assembly given to disorderly pro- 
cedure. There have been within the last few 
months many scenes ot intense excitement In 
tho houBo, times when personal, political and fac- 
tional temper has run high and when there was 
the "high spirited excuse" for scenes bordering 
on the tumultuous. In tho main, however, through 
all Uio temper-trylng times of the attempt to 
shear Speaker Cannon of his power, and dur- 
Jng the intense moments ot tho debate on ^tho 
railroad bill, tho members succeeded In hold ng 
themselves In check, and. In giving an exhlbl- 
Uon. of self-restraint .Umt was admirable. On 
only a lew occasions within the space ot sev- 
en years that one correspondent has watched 
proceedings In tho bouBO. have there been per- 
sonal encounters on the noor between mem- 
hers. In only one instance really could these 
affairs be spoken ot as personal encounters, 
for In only one case were blows exchanged. 

A former minority leader of tlio house and 
one of tho-leadlnff members of his party, ex- 
changed blows, buttho matter was » personal 
one, andnot a polUlcal one. and It might have 
happened outside ot the house as well as In- 
side. It was not brought about by the heat ot 
debate, but by -long continued friction which 
engendered heat enough- to cause an explo- 
sion while tho house was in scflslon. Ono of 
the parUcs to this physical encounter Is now 
dead, and the other, next March, will take h s 
seat In the senate of the United States. Their 
names probably will suggest themselves at 
once. ' 

There are many' hot-hended members of the 
lower houeo of congress, and some ot these 
"temperamental ones" are leaders In their re- 
spective parties. As loaders, -however, thoso 
men long ago learned- that If they were to 
maintain leadership they must keep a check 
on their tongues and a chock on tholr birth- 
right wUiingness to enter on a scrimmage. 

Tho members of the house realize that men 
laboring under excitement, will say things that 
they will bo sorry for In a minute, and so tre- 
ouently. words that positively are Insulting, 
are ov»rlooked by tho offended member for a 
few minutes in order to glvo the offender a 
chance to get his faculties backhand apologize. 
If he does not apologize, though he generally 
does, tho ono who feels himself aggrieved, has 
his own vray ot securing retracUon, either by 
appeal to tho house, or direct appeal, some- 
times made In. pretty sharp language, to the 
member who has offended. 

One of the most exciting times In tho house 
of representatives In recent years was a ver- 
bal encounter between Ilepresentatlvo I^urko 
Cockran. Democrat, ot Now York city, and nep- 
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the New Yorker's 
demand for an in- 
vestigation, and, tho 
whole, matter went 
by default with the 
speeches of both 
men standing In the 
Congressional Rec- 
ord as .evidence of 
a warm day in con- 
gress. 

In a debate on tho 
tariff last year, the 
dry subject of lum- 
'bor came near 
causing a physical 
encounter between ^ 

Representative Jo- 
seph W. Fordnoy of 
Michigan, and Rep- 
resentative Adam 
M. Byrd of Missis- 
sippi. Tho Mlsala- 
slpplan had said 
that the Michigan 
member was ' Inter- 
ested personally in 
lumber matters and 

intimated that ho was particularly Interested 
lu.a section of a lumber trust. The Michigan 
.man said something In retort which was a lit- 
tle stronger than a mere statement that tho 
MlBslssIpplan did not know what he was talk- 
lug about. At any rate, Ilepresentativo Bryd 
stripped off his coat and started down the aisle 
toward the Republican side, and toward Mr. 
Fordney. who stood perfectly still, awaiting the 
attack. Not many years ago Fordney had 
worked In' the capacity of what Is known as n 
"lumber Jack," and he Is as hard as any nail 
that was ever driven into a board. ' Before the 
Mlsslsslpplan could reach the scene of Intend- 
ed acUon, however, he was seized by several 
members, and, his coat was slipped on to his 
back once more. Later, tho two representa- 
tives made up their differences. 

In seven years these are tho only instances 
which can bo recalled at this Umo of troubles 
between members that did, or seemed likely 
to culminate In serious encounters. The truth 
is that the house is seldom a "bear garden," 
and the best test ot tho tempers of the mem- 
bers was made during the Ume which pre- 
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ceded th e 
change In the 
rules of the 
house which 
was secured 
by a coalition 
of so-called 
Insurgent Re- 
publicans and 
the Demo- 
crats. Led by 
R e p r e- 
scntatlve Nor- 
rls of Ne- 
braska, the In- 
surgents and 
Democrats to- 
gether s u c- 
ceedcd in ta- 
king away 
f r o.m the 
speaker his 
membership in 
that committee. It was a great change from 
former condiUons, and it was a direct attack 
on the power ot the speaker, an attack that 
had In It seemingly much that was personal, 
although most of tho men who had a hand in 
It, denied that there was any personal feeling. 
Men sat white In their seats or stood and 
spoke with 'shaking voices, so tremendous was 
the excitement, but during It all each man 
kept a firm hold on his temper, and while It 
seenied to the spectators that encounters must 
come, they never camS, and tho change In tho 
rules was effected, Involving ns It did, an air- 
ing of factional differences with just as littlo 
outward show of disturbance ns would attend 
the enactment of legislation of small degree 

of Interest. 

Every man has mannerisms, but. of course 
In tho house ot representatives pronounced 
mannerisms of the -leading members are Ihe 
only ones which become Impressed upon tho 
public. Sereno E. Payne, the Republican lead- 
er, is tho. author of tho last tariff bill as It 
passed the house of representatives. Outward- 
ly, Wr. Payne suggests a condition ot mind 
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on the Republican side ot tho house of repre- 
sentatives a small man physically, but abso- 
lutely fearless. Dalzell Is ono of the chief ad- 
vocates of protection- 

Tho Now York member attacked the con- 
sistency of tho Pittsburg member in a speech 
and said some things about tho Inconsistency 
ot tho Republican party. To Dalzell, this 
seemed to give tho opportunity that ho wanted. 
He stood oft the floor ot the house and ac- 
cuBcd Cockran not only ot Inconsistency, but 
pracUcally of using his gift of oratory first 
to uphold ono Bldo of a question, and then, to 
uphold another, and the Pittsburg man did not. 
try to conceal tho reasons which he thought 
wero responsible for tho change of opinion and 
tho changb of attitude on the part of tho man 
whom ho was criticizing. 

In that speech against Cockran, palzoU was 

waspish There were in en on the floor who 

exnected fully to see Cockran attack him, not 

-verbally, but physlcallyi but th(^ I«3W Yorker 

sat through Uie snech. and when It was. ondod 

arose li4 his own place. The New Yorker con- 

'tented himself .with Boylng that If ho wore 

guilty of the charges which the Republican 

member had made against him, he was not flt 

to stay in tho house of roproaentatives, and he 

demanded tha:t congress as a matter ot pe^ 

flonai privilege to him, should make an In- 

(vostlgatlon of his conduct, make a^roport Oiere-' 

!on. and It he wero found guilty, the fact,8houW 

■]bo, published to th6 country.

In this day of complaint against Incompe- 
tent servants of all sorts It Is rather remark- 
able to study tho general utility of tho apart- 
ment-house hallboy. Tho resourceful New 
York woman flnds many uses for the liveried 
Ind and where ho has boon tested and found 
thoroughly reliable he Is often trusted with 
responsible duties. 

At one of tho upper West side apartment 
hotels two extremely bright young colored 
men have boon employed for four years and 
tho commissions with which they are trusted 
are worth studying. One of Uiom waa seen at 
a neighboring bank the other morning deposit- 
ing money for three guests at the hotel. Sev- 
eral other colored boys. H uniform were per- 
forming n similar sorvlctSt The receiving tel- 
lor at the bank explained that many of his 
women depositors Intrusted this work, cspc; 
dally on stormy days, to hall boys and eleva- 
tor boys and that there has not been a single 
case ot dishonesty or misunderstanding In tho 
matter. 

In Bomo houses elevator and: hall boys are 
not permitted to run errands, the New York 
World says. In others, whore two or three 
. lads aro on duty, rules are relaxed anjl^ super- 
Intendonta are glad to let the boys servo tho 
tenants. Naturally the boys lIh;o to do tho er- 
rvnUs, because there Is corresponding Increase 
m their incomes. ■ - . .. . ■ — ;.., ^ 



Elevator and hall boys are also intrusted 
wltli all sorts of repairs, sponging, pressing, 
dyeing, etc. You will see them hurrying 
toward the uptown shops, their firms .laden 
with all sorts of wearing apparel, from silk 
huts that need Ironing to ahoes^that need half- 
aoling. For such work tho boy generally gets 
two bits of money, one from the tenant for 
performing the errand and another from tho 
tradesman to whom he throws the work. ^ 

A busy time for many of the boys Is Sunday 
afternoons and evenings, after tho delicates- 
sen shops open. Then hbuiaewlves upon whom 
unexpected company has descended whistle 
for tlio hall boy, who makes ■ an emergency 
run to the neawst purveyor of ready-cooked 
food. 

On. Sunday mornings you will And quite a 
lino of colored boys In uniform lined up at tho 
branch postofllces In tho. residence districts. 
Tliese represent various apartment houses and 
apartment hotels whose tenants want their 
mall on* Sunday mornings and who club togeth- 
er to give tho colored attendants a small too 
for maldng tho. trip to the branch postofllco 
during the hour at which mail is distributed 
every Sunday. 

•A v*}ry common source o£. revenue for hall 
boys is the care ot baby buggies. Very few 
apartments otter room for such vehicles and It 
Is not always safe to leave them in tlio base- 
ment. A bright hall boy -will take care of the 
carriage, keeping It cleaned and repaired, 
locking It with a chain or padlock to some 
clean* safo place In the basement and having

Champ Clark of Missouri, the leader of the 
Democrats, loves his joke and It takes an occor 
slon that Is worth while' before he rouses him- 
self to anger. "When Champ Clark does get 
mad ho gets mad," Is the expressive way In 
which a Democratic colleague of tho minority 
leader put the matter recenUy. There was an 
exhibitloh of how mad Champ Clark can get at 
the time when he was trying to hold his Demo- 
cratic colleagues In a solid line" In favor ot a 
change in the rules governing house procedure.

Time Is a great healer, however, and now the 
Democratic leader and tho man whom ho ex- 
coriated are good friends, and seem to be work- 
ing in harmony for the party good In the house 
of representatives. 

The hardest worked man In the house of 
representatives, not even barring the speaker. Is 
Representative James R. Mann, Republican, of 
Chicago. Mann is known as the great objector. 
and also as tho watch dog. It Is his duty to be 
on tho floor of tho house constantly, and to 
watch leglBlatlon, lino by line, and to see to It 
that nothing Is "slipped over," which the Re- 
publican majority does not think proper. Mr. 
Mann keeps an eye on amendments to the appro- 
firlatlon bills, and all kinds of things as they 
come before the house. It Is he who objects to 
the consideration of many small bills when 
unanimous consent unquestionably would secure 
passage for them. This makes him In a sense 
tremendously unpopular with members who 
want to get something through, and can only get 
action under unanimous consent. . > .

Offlcers of Anti-Rum League Raid 
"Near Beer" Saloons In Which 
; Man Is Shot and Dies Later— Then 
j V Trouble Begins. 



Crew SIlpa From Under Muzzles of 
Revolvers, Regains Cab and ~ 
Dash Away. 



THE SONG OF THE COUNTRY 



Newark, O. — Battering down the 
doors ot the Jail, a mob of women', 
men and children Friday toolc Charles 
E^therlngton. an anti-saloon detective, 
who confessed to having killed a man 
here, and lynched hlra lu .the public 
square. 

The mob which had been Increasing 
ull evening at the Jail became frenzied 
find refused to listen to plendings for 
preservation of order. 

They broke all the Jail windows and 
rammed tn the outer Uoor, taking the 
key? from the jailer. They quickly 
found the prisoner's cell on the second 
floor and then, dragged by a rope, the 
man was taken np Third street to the 
Ba>mro and across the park to the 
Boulheast corner, where ho was 
elrucg up over the arm of a telephone 
pojp. 

Got. Harmon arrived In the city Sun- 
day and began an Investigation which 
may lead to the ouster of the sheriff 
and Mayor. 

The shooting of Howard and the 
Jynching ot Etherlngton Is tho cul- 
mination of long standing trouble be- 
tween the "wets" and "drys" here. 

Etherlngton and twenty others, all 
caid to be "dry" detectives, came hero 
from Cleveland and other places to 
get evidence against "near beer" sa- 
loons. At tho first place no trouble 
aroSfc. At the second Charles Rich- 
ards, tho bartender, was handcuffed 
for over an hour. At tho third place 
vlsltt'd the trouble started. 

A mob of 2.000 gathered and threat- 
ened the detectives. With revolvers 
drawn the Anti-Saloon league ofilcers 
Tptrentcd to a hotel. Tho police In- 
terfered there, arresting ejght of tho 
detectives. 

At the police station, where they 
wore Hoarched, revolvers, black jacks 
and tartrldge belts were taken from 
them. 

The remaining twelve detectives 
broke and ran, pursued by the howling 
mob. Half a dozen were caught and 
beaten. The police rescued most of 
them. A downtown crowd fell on 
James Henderson of Columbus, and 
beat him .-o severely that ho was 
taken to the Newark hospital. Ether- 
Inpto'., who fieu to the ball park, 
Biuuibled In his flight and the crowd 
set upon him. Howard, tho proprietor 
of a 'near beer" saloon, tho last place 
searched by the detectives, was In 
frcol of Etherlngton when the latter 
drew u revolver and flred. 

Etherlngton was hurried to the jail 
"irlth a yelling mob at tho heels of the 
police who were protecting him. All 
ftftMnoon the crowd stormed about 
tbo place threatening to lynch tho do- 
tccllve. 

The crisis came when word was 
flashed irom tho Newark hospital that 
Howard, who was a former city po- 
liceman, had died there of his wound. 
rp to this time Sheriff William LInke 
apparently had the situation well In 
hand. When It became known that 
Howard was dead an Immense crowd 
gathered In front of the jail, the win- 
dows were smashed, the door battered 
In and Etherlngton dragged out and 
Btmng up. 

>Icwnrk, which over a year ago was 
voted "dry," has "near beer" snloons 
"Which the Antl-Saloon league offlclals 
hare In the past said they suspected 
of selling beer. Feeling has been high 
against the Anti-Saloon leaguers for a 
long time. 



SL Louis. — Cleverness oa tho 
part of the engineer prevented 
three youthful and apparently inex- 
perienced bandits from robbing tho 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Southwest- 
ern flyer, No. 3, near Larlmore, about 
niteen miles from St Louis. 

Three young men were arrested as 
suspects and arc In jail pending Inves- 
tigation. Tho pollco do not bellovo 
they aro tho men wanted and nro 
searching for throe others. 

Tho bandits compoUod tho engineer 
and fireman, at tho points of revolvers, 
to descend from the cab and go with 
thom to tho baggage car ■ to assist 
them in uncoupling It. 

W'hile tinkering about tho coupling 
tho engineer and fireman in tho dark- 
ness nianugod to glide away from tho 
bandits.. Tho two started on a run 
lor tho cab. Tho bandits soon bccamo 
aware that tho crew was dashing lor 
the cab and opened Are. 

The engineer and fireman sprang^ 
into tho cab, tho engineer throw the 
throttle wide open imd dashed away 
with the train. 

Several shots wero flred during the 
attempted hold-up, and tho passen- 
gers, who .filled five coaches, wero 
thrown into a panic. Conductor Walk- 
er, who also dlsi)layed great coolness 
In the crisis, devoted his time to calm- 
ing tho passengers. 

Tho train was in' tho hands of the 
bandits 40 minutos. For halt an hour 
they tried of their o^\'n accord to un- 
couple tho baggage car. . It was not 
until they found themselves unablo 
to do the work that thoy got the en- 
gineer and fireman. 

According to tho railroad officials 
here there were thousands of dollars 
In tho baggage car in addition to tho 
mail.

Bethany Plain, nheiras. — Baroness 
Be la Roche, the first French woman 
aeroplanlst, was injured probably 
fatally here Friday by falling from a 
height of more than 150 feet 

Baroness Dc la Roche had flown 
around tho field onco at a height of 
SO meters (250 feet), when suddenly 
in front of the applauding tribunes 
sho appeared to become frightened 
and confused at the approach of two 
other aeroplanes. She began to de- 
scend, but while stilt 50 meters from 
tho ground lost control of tho ma- 
chine.

Aniiy of Bees Sting Horses to Death 




A TEAM of horses, stung by a couple 
of bees, plunged madly Into twen- 
ty hives, upsetting^ them, releasing an 
army of 80,000 angry bees, which 
fltung the horses to death, a few-days 
ago, over on the Virginia side of the 
Potomac river. 

The negro driver, v/ho ran at the 
first alarm, did not escape unwounded.' 
Thousands of bees pursued his flight, 
and he was terribly stung, but lives. 

A dozen or moro IrresponslhlQ bees 
were 'flying about the. grounds at tho 
bomo of Dr. Reglnald'Munspn, on the 
Columbia pike, near Arlington, where 
ho has forty hives. The horses, at-' 
tached to a coal wagon, "worried by 
their humming, slapped ,at the bees 
with their talis. : Tho bees retaliated, 
stinging tho horses.' 

The horses, wild with alarm at the 
unusual attack, plunged madly about 
the yard; upsetting twenty hives and 
releasing somo ten buehels of bees^— 



about 80,000 In all. 

These bees Immediately attacked 
the horses, stinging them so. badly 
that both animals died within an hour. 

Dr. Munson has long been an en- 
thusiastic apiarist His hives are lo- 
cated In tho yard at ono sido of his 
house. 

The coal wagon, driven by George 
Low, drew up in front of the place 
obout 3 o'clock In the afternoon. Low 
was a little dubious about venturing 
Inside. He could plainly hear an oc- 
casional buzzing that was not alto- 
gether music to his ears. 

A black swarm of buzzing bees Im- 
mediately flew toward the horses and 
Low. The latter went scampering 
down the road with his hands up to 
his face, brushing away a thousand or 
moro of the Insects which had gath- 
ered about him. 

Tho frightened horses were almost 
Instantly covered with tho Insects. 
They started to turn toward tho road, 
but sank limply In the traces, whln- 
neylng wildly. with pain. 

Tho entire neighborhood was In- 
stantly nrouBed. ' A crowd collected 
at a safe distance to watch tho un- 
usual event. No ono dared at first 
to go to tho rescue of tho horses.

Controlled NeO&spapers. 

The Atchison QlohesnyB that no ad- 
Tortlser has ever tried to control its ed- 
itorial policy, the remark being, occa- 
sioned by the charge often made nowa- 
days, that the big advertisers direct 
the editorial policy ot newspapers. 

The experience of the Ql'ohe Is the 
experience of most newspapers. The 
merchant who does a great deal of ad- 
vertising Is more Interested In the cir- 
culation department of a newspaper 
than In tho editorial department If a 
dally paper goes 'to the homes of the 
people, and is read by them, he Is satis- 
fled, and It may chase after any theory 
or fad; for all he cares. He has troubles 
ot his own, and ho Isn't trying to shoul- 
der those ot (he editorial brethren. 
' There ore newspapers controlled by 
pcoplo outside ot tho editorial rooms, 
and a good many of them, more'stbe 
j)Ity; but the people exercising that 
control are not the business men who 
pay their jnoney for advertising space. 
The newspapers which aro established 
for political purposes are often con- 
trolled by chronic officcscekers, whose 
flrst concern Is their own Interests. 
There are newspapers controlled by 
great corporations, and the voice of 
such newspapers is always raised In 
protest against any genuine reform. ^ 

Tho average western newspaper usu- 
ally is controlled by its owner, and he 
is supposed to be in duty bound to make 
all sorts of sacrifices at all sorts ot 
limes; there are people who consider 
It his duty to Insult his advertisers. 
Just to show that be la free and inde- 
pendent It ho shows a decent respect 
for his patrons, who pay him their 
money, and make it possible for him to 
carry on tho business, ho Is "subsi- 
dized" or "controlled." The newspaper 
owner is a business man, like tho dry 
goods man or the grocer. The mer- 
chants are expected to have considera- 
tion for their customers, and they are 
not supposed to bo subsidized by tho 
man who spends five dollars with 
them, but tho publisher Is expected to 
demonstrate his courage by showing 
that he Is ungrateful for the patron- 
age of his friends. It la a funny com- 
bination when you think It over. — 
£mporfa Gazette,
